Industrial Organizations merged into one family 
at the national level, but it has taken some doing 
to get the unity theme across at the state and 
city levels. Now, however, a merger convention 
has been scheduled for today in Newark, N. J.. 
at which the New Jersey State Federation of 
Labor and the New Jersey State C I O. Council 
gay they will create a single state central labor 
body for the state. 


New Jersey is the only state where the 
state central bodies are still separate. Up to 
this time, negotiations have run afoul of disputes 
over allotment of offices in the merged labor 
organization.

Council has at last run out of patience and set 
a deadline of October I for a New Jersey merger 
as well as for city central bodies throughout the 
country 
not 
yet 
merged. 
The

has 
threatened to lift the charters of recalcitrant

e s t a b l i s h 
new, merged 
organizations under AFL-CIO direction. 
Some of the 23 still-unmerged city and 
county bodies, including those of such labor 
centers as Pittsburgh and Chicago, may miss the 
deadline for final unification. Then it will be up 
to the Executive Council to act, probably at its 
meeting October IO in New York City. The six- 
year delay in obtaining compliance with the 
national mandate illustrates not only divisive 
influences at work within organized labor but 
also lack of control by the national leadership.

The Crisis 
The lessening of the m ajority of Konrad Adenauer 
m ay he due to many causes, one of which could be 
his age. Younger generations are resisting the control 
of their lives by men in their 80s 
Another reason 
could have been the intervention of Soviet Russia in 
the affairs of Germany, although the trend in West 
Germany has bern to the right. Russia has intervened 
directly in the German election by bringing on the 
Berlin crisis just in time. 
The important question, from the American stand­ 
point, is what effect this decision will have on the 
relations of West Germany with France. The Adenauer- 
De Gaulle combination has been extraordinarily stab­ 
ilizing in the political and economic affairs of Europe. 
The Common Market is a product of their co-operation 
and, 
from 
the 
economic 
standpoint, 
the Common 
Market 
is 
the 
most 
constructive 
development 
in 
Europe since that continent’s m iseries started in 1812. 
There can he little doubt but that the Common Market 
will continue and grow larger and stronger, but will 
De Gaulle’s influence he as great in Europe after the 
departure of Adenauer? Or will De Gaulle he forced 
by circumstances to overcome the British trend toward 
defeatism by going it alone? Could this mean a type of 
Napolconism? 


These are the essential problems In Adenauer'* 
defeat. Germany Is the heart of Europe. It repre­ 
sents the Western European spirit. Whereas Great 
Britain, until now. was the center of a romplex of 
Europe. 
Asta, 
Africa 
and 
North 
America, 
ti* 
position in the world now is uncertain. The great 
British 
colonies 
are 
no 
longer dependent 
upon 
British leadership. India. Kg* pf, South Africa, the 
jewels of the Empire, have become independent of 
and even antagonistic to the British crown. At the 
Belgrade Conference, 
however, 
both 
Nehru 
and 
Nassar displayed a change of heart, a trend away 
from Soviet domination. Tito and Sukarno were, 
however, more Kremltni/ed than usual, 


These tendencies are interesting but not clear. Th*y 
are not clearer to the great men who have to make 
der isions than they are to us They are movements in 
certain directions, but whereas the motions are visible, 
the directions are not certain. 
Perhaps we might compare them to a typhoon, 
whose winds whirl in all directions, but are moving in 
a specific course which we do not see. When it is all 
over, we shall see the consequences. But when will it 
be over’ 
W'e live in an age of vast and fundamental changes. 
There are those who object to change, who believe that 
what was should always be. I ^fortunately, ours is an 
era of revolution and change 
We do not like the 
change!. Some of them are very offensive. But it is 
impossible to ignore the fact that the changes are 
taking place. They will Continue to take place and 
some will become fixed and part of a new culture. We 
need to conserve as much as we can of our civilization 
but it would he fatuous to assume that we can eliminate 
the changes which are moving at orbital speeds. Unfor­ 
tunately in the United States the changes are not 
immediately felt and therefore are not clearly under­ 
stood 


There are those who believe that nothing really 
m atters; that one bends to the wind a* a willow 
doe*. But the fart Is that the forces that move In 
the world today are too swift for either those who 
st.irid still or those who accept each change as 
J 
progress. Actually some of the changes, such at 
such 
as 
the 
Marxist 
revolution, 
contain 
many 
elem ents 
of 
reaction 
just 
as 
Nazism 
was 
a 
reactionary movement. This, however, is certain: 
what happens anywhere affects conditions every­ 
where. 


Adenauer, like De Gaulle, speaks in the language 
of 19th century Liberalism, which was a doctrine for 
the expansion of human freedom. Twentieth century 
Liberalism is too opportunistic for men like Adenauer 
of De Gaulle. The new concept of Liberalism has 
nothing to do with the expansion of human freedom; it 
it a doctrine which deals with the expansion of the 
power and authority of government with the object of 
improving the welfare of man. In a word, modern 
Liberalism has to do with the expansion of the powers 
of the state, not limitations upon that power. We are 
moving away from the ideas of Thomas Jefferson and 
moving closer to the ideas of Alexander Hamilton. 
This essential characteristic needs to fie understood 
if we are to grasp what is actually happening in this 
ara of crisis.

CIVIL DEFENSE — The Berlin 
crisis has so stim ulated public 
interest in civil defense that the 
federal agency is getting co-oper­ 
ation

P resi­ 
dent Kennedy requested and Con­ 
gress speedily provided more than 
$200 million for the agency this 
year. Near'v half of this total will

shelter areas in the nation's m a­ 
jor cities where millions of people 
can survive the after-effects of a 
nuclear bombing attack. 
Meanwhile, the OCDM is being 
Boded with a sudden public de­ 
mand for home fallout 
shelter 
information.

million booklets on the subject. 
Many OCDM offices had reported 


that their present supplies of the 
pamphlet had been exhausted by 
the public rush for information.
